A NEW MOVE 


To Prevent the Reorganization of 
the School Board, 


And a Counter Plan to Indict 
President Miller if 
Possible, 


| 


Director Cudmore’s Friends Say It Is Pre- 
posed to Indict Him on a Charge of Tak- 
ing School Board Repairing Contracts 
and to Arrest Him During the Meeting of 
the Board—What President Miller Hasto 
Bay About Insurance Policies on School 
Property.

There is a new scheme on foot to prevent a 
reorganization ofthe School Board to-mor- 
row night. The Court of Appeals having 
postponed a decision upon the quo warranto 
cases brought against Messrs. Bollman, Bar- 
tholdt, Rogers and Macklin until Friday{ it 
is now the intention of the Millerites, at least 
so it is claimed, to have one of the directors 
placed under arrest during the meeting and, 
taken to the Four Courts, 

The director who is thus threatened is Alex 
Cudmore, who represents the Ninth District. 
During the latter part of last week informa- 
tion was lodged with the Grand-jury that 
Cudmore, in violation of the law governing 
the School Board, had been interested in con- 
tracts let by the board to the extent of a 
good many thousands of dollars. Cud- 
more was a member of the carpentering firm 
of Cudmore Bros., but claims that when 
he was elected tothe School Board the part- 
nership was dissolved and notice of the dis- 
solution published. But notwithstanding 
the alleged dissolution, it is alleged that bills 
rendered, when for other work than that done 
for the School Board, are signed ‘‘Cudmore 
& Bro.“ This is taken as evidence 
that Director Cudmore,as well as his brother, 
John Cudmore, has reaped the profit of the 
large amount of work done under the contract 
of John Cudmore, for the School Board. The 
law on directors being interesetd In any way in 
School Board contracts Is very strict. It is as 
follows: 


No director of the St. Louis Public Schools 
shall be directly or indirectly interested in 
contracts for dullang or repairing school- 
houses, nor in furnishing supplies to the 
schools, and any director so interested shall 
be Immediately suspended by the President 
of the board, who shall notify the 
Board of Directors of such fact, where- 
upon the Board of Directors shall, 
as soon as practicable, convene to hear and 
determine the same, and if ag a two-thirds 
vote of the Board of Directors he be faund so 
interested he shall be imm 7 
from the boar, and the president s issue 
a prociamation for an election to fill the 
vacancy’’ 

Several contracts made by the firm of Cud- 
more & Bro. for work other than that of the 
school board’s giving, were, with a state- 
ment of the amount of work which had been 
done by Jobn Cudmore for the board, pre- 
sented to the Grand-jury last week, 
it is claimed, as evidence 
that Director Alex. Cudmore 
was indirectly profiting by his position. The 
Grand-jury now has them under considera- 
tion. y whom the matter was brought to the 
notice of the Grand-jury is not positively 
known, but it is claimed by the ‘‘reor- 
ganizing eleven!“ that the supporters 
of President Miller in the board 
are behindthe investigation and that their 
purpose, is to have Cudmore Indicted and the 
capias served on him while the board is in 
session to-morrow night. As Cudmore’s vote 
is necessary to effect reorganization his being 
taken away would of course defeat it. 

Circuit Attorney Clover said to-day that the 
information thattbe Grand-jury was consid- 
ering in regard to Director Cudmore had not 
come through his office, but that Dr. Preto- 
rious, the foreman of the Grand-jury is re- 
sponsible for the investigation. If this 
is the case it is certainiy strange. Dr. 
Pretorius Was at the last election 
and has been since then one of Dr. Auler’s 
strongest supporters, and that he should 
promptan investigation, the result of which 
might be to deprive Dr. Auler of one of his 
supporters ata moment when he needed him 
most, is certainly remarkable. 


CAUCUS OF THE ELEVEN. 

When Directors who are for reorganization 
learned of the alleged latest move on foot to 
balk them in the consummation of their pur- 
pose a caucus was called. ‘There was a full 
attendance, Directors Auler, Bartholdt, Boll 
man, Bosley, Macklin, Knight, Reimler, 
Troll, Brady and Oudmore all putting in an 
appearance. The fact that an attempt 
was being made to have Cudmore indict- 
ed was generally discussed. The eleven 
renewed their vows of allegiance, and their 
determination to effecta new reorganization 
to-morrow night. Director Brady, who has 
been reported as liable to stay away from the 
meeting, said that he would be there if he had 
to be carried there on a stretcher. The pros- 
pect of Oudmore being taken out of 
the meeting before a vote on reorganiza- 
tion could be had troubled the ‘‘caucus’’ 
greatly, until one of those present announced 
that if Cudmore was to be removed in the 
manner rumored the best thing to do would 
be to see if some one ofthe opposition could 
not be arraigned on thesame charge which 
had deen made against their friend. 
He had, he said, some contracts 
in his pocket, which he thought might fur- 
nish grounds forasimilar accusation to that 
on which OCudmore was being investigated, 
against the President of the board, Mr. Chas. 
F. Miller. He then drew forth faom his 
pocketa number of insurance policies, the 
character of which be began to explain. They 
were policies issued’ by the Bartlett 
and Miller agency, of which Mr. Chas. F. 
Miller, the President of the Board, is a mem- 
ber. One of these contracts was with August 
Fick, who had the contract for building an 
addition to the Blair School. The policy was 
issued on August 6, 188, in the 
Liberty Insurance Co. of Now 
York and was for „500. The amount 
of the policy was $4,500 and the premium was 
$16.50. A second contract was with B. Stocke 
on the Cabanne School-house. It was issued 
in October, 1889, and was for $3,000. There 
was another policy issued B. Stocke on the

President Miller was found in his office and 
asked if he feared indictment. ‘‘Indict- 
ment, he said, No, let them indict. Iam 
here every day between 23 and1:30 o’clock, 
andthe Grand-jury eau fund me here if it 
— 2 me. What are they going to indict me 
or?’’ 

They say thaton August 6, 1888, August 
Fich, who had a contract tor an addition 
the Blair School, insured the addition for 
two months for $4,500 in the Liberty Insur- 
ance Co., through your agency and paid you 
$16.50 premium.

Mr. Rassieur’s answer to me was: ‘You 
are too thin skinned. There ie no rule of the 


board which in any way applies to this in- 


surance.’ 

Mr. Judson was President, of the board 
then, and I wanted to let bim know about it 
so I went to see him. I fold bim all about it 
and what Mr. Rassieur, had , and Mr. 
Judson laughed and sad: “Why, Mr. Miler, 
do you suppose that it ongoft t gontractors 
should come to me to comsult about one of his 
contracts I would not ee.

I never solicited such insurance, 
but when ft was brought in here I accepted it. 
It was insurance upon the contractors’ prov- 
erty, however, but not upon school property, 
and the moment the property was turned over 
eet School Board the policies ceased to be 
valid.“ 

. Miller took down his books and looked 
overthem. ‘‘I will show these to ‘you or to 
the Grand-jury’’ he said, ‘‘and 1 would be 
giad to have the Grand-jury come down here 
and examinethem. Here is a memorandum 
ofa premium of $11.40 paid by Stocke. These 
short policies we keep no record of except a 
simple memorandum of the premium 
paid. I wish you would remember that 
out of these remiums I only’ get 
7½ per cent, and my share of this $11.40 
premlum only amounts to about 75 cents. I 
don’t feel worried. They can go ahead and 
do what they please. If the Grand-jury wants 
to investigate me 1 am here from 12 Oe lock to 
1:30 and will be glad to receive them and to 
place my books at their disposal, I wish they 
would come.

The Sad Case of Miss Fitzhugh, 


Special Cablecram to the Post-Dispatch. 
DALSTON, England, March 10,—The cese 
of Eliza Annie Fitzhugh, a teacher of music, 
and her mother, who were charged before 
Police Justice Haden Corsey in this place, 
with obtaining property on false pretenses, is 
of unusual interest, because it was a very sad 
case and because it picturesa curious phase 
of English society. Miss Fitzhugh was a 
young woman of good repute who had a fine 
and well trained voice and in 1888 was 
making enough money to support herself and 


her father and mother, the father being an 
invalid. In October, 1888, Mr. Hayward, the 
maneger of Prof. Baldwin, who was at that 
time jumping froma balloon when ata great 
height, came to Miss Fitzhugh and asked her 
to undertake the task of getting the Prince of 
Wales to attend one of Baldwin’s exhibitions. 
He promised to give her 410 if she suc- 
ceeded. Accordingly Miss Fitzhugh got an 
appointmentto meet Sir Francis Knollys at 
arlborough House and there succeeded so 
well that the Prince, the Princess und 
their three daughters attended the show at 
Alexandria Palace. Miss Fitzhugh had the 
honor of singing before the princely family 
when they were there also, but she never got 
the £10 promised to her, nor any other sum. 
Sha had been at considerable expense for 
dress and otherwise in this matter and so got 
into debt. It was then her trouble began. 
She tried to getan appointment as vocalist in 
the famliy of the Frince, and those who 
promised to help her to the post told her she 
was sure to succeed, and even sent her let- 
ters of congratulation on the certainty 
her appointment. Relying on this

Miss Fitzhugh neglected to try for other. 
Ahe- 


ment got deeper in debt. Atong in December, 
1889, her father died. To provide for the fun- 
eral she went to an undertaker and told him 
she had been appointed tothe post of voca- 
list in the family of the Prince, and he there- 
upon trusted her for the amount ofa decent 
funeral. The bill was sent to the Mari- 
borough house. It happened that a 
Miss Fitzhugh was employed there in 
another capacity, and she got the 
bill. Her father was not dead, and she did not 
owe any undertaker for burying him. So she 
made a fuss about it. Meanwhile, Mrs. Fitz- 
hugh, the mother of the teacher, believing 
that the appointment had already been made, 
had obtained credit elsewhere for food by 
telling that her daughter was employed by the 
Prince. The prosécutor who represented the 
Prince hunted up these cases, and mother and 
daughter were arrested. Atthe trialthe girl 
told the whole story. Shetold the magistrate 
that her. mother was perfectiy in- 
nocent of the fraud and the whole thing 
rested upon her. The migistrate might do 
as he pleased with her, but if he would be so 
kind as not to send her mother again to lie on 
the pniank bed which would kill her, she 
would be thankful. The younger prisoner 
further told the magistrate that for the past 
four years she had struggled to keep her 
sick father and mother. Her father was now 
dead and her mother very ill. She had known 
severe privatious, and had seen her father 
and ber mother with scarcely any food to eat. 
The magistrate held the prisoner fos trial, but 
released the mother on her own récognizance.

LonpDON, March 10.—To-day Mr. David Steph- 
enson, father of Mrs. Reginald Birchell, 
whose husband ischarged with the murder of 
Frederick C. Benwell at Paterson, Ontari,o 
and who herself is held as accessory after the 


fact, repudiates the idea that his daughter 
wasin any way accessory tothe crime. 
He denied that there was any 
question as to the legtimac of the 
marriage bet weed his danghter and 
Birchell. He said that he has in his posses- 
sion acopy of their marriage certificate, and 
that he believes his daughter bas the original. 
He received a letter from his daughter, writ- 
ten three days after the day the murder was 
committed, and he considers that this fur- 
nishes absolute proof of her innocence of any 
complicity in the crime.

MR. LINCOLN WILL NOT RESIGN. 

Mr. Robert Lincoln, the American Minister 
here, authorizes a denial of the report that he 
intends to resign his position in consequence 
of the death of his son. ;

NO AOTION AS YET TAKEN ON TREASURER 
NOLAND’S BESIGNATION. 


The Supreme Court Not Asked to Do Any- 
thing—Talk of Noland’s Prosecution—He 
Will Remain and Take What Comes— 
Lon Stephens His Prebable Successor— 
O Day’s Position—The Investigation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Maren 10.—The Su- 
preme Court was in session a short time this 
morning, and adjourned until Saturday, 
March 22. The fact that the Attorney-General 
gave no notice of his intention to commence 
quo warranto proceedings against State Treas- 
urer Noland is taken as pretty good evidence 
that none will be instituted, and that the Gov- 
ernor will accept Noland’s resignation assoon 
as the committee reports and at once name a 
new Treasurer, Any other course will delay 
matters at least three weeks.

The English Representative Net Recalled, 
but Merely Withdrawa—Condition of Af 
fairs in the Black Republic—Ill-Founded 
Prejudice Against the United States—The 
Voedeo Worship.

NEW YorF, March 10.—Mr. James Zohrab, 
British Minister to Hayti, was in the city yes 
terday, being on ulis way to England. During 
the afternoon be talked with a reporter about 
Haytien affairs. 

It has been said thatI was recalled from 
Hayti, he said, but this is not true. I was 
merely withdrawn. Iam still the representa- 
tive of Her Majesty to the Haytien people,and 
may be sent back there atany time. Ido not 
know why I was withdrawn. It does not mean 
that there is now or is likely to be any rup- 
ture in the peaceful relations between the two 
countries. 

„What was the condition of affairs there 
when you left?“

FRANK BUCHANAN OF NEW LONDON ANX- 
| 1008 TO GET IT. 


The Aspirant Intimates That a Change Will 
Be Made in the Near Future—OCongress- 
man Kinsey’s Man—Slight Changes in 
the Werld’s Fair Bill—Ex-Congressman 
Taulbee’s Condition—Washington News.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—Mr. Frank 
Buchanan of New London, Mö, the leading 
candidate for United States Marshal of 
Eastern Missouri, was met this morning after 
he had had a talk with Congressman Kinsey. 
Mr. Buchanan is not inclined to believe that 
Marshal Emerson will be permitted to serve 
his term of office out. On the other hand be 
is of the opinion that a change will be made 
iu the near future. He informed Congress- 
man Kinsey that he thought he had suf- 
ficient time in which to agree upon a 
candidate from the Tenth District, and 
intention to force 
the matter toa climax. Ashort time ago Mr. 
Buchanan had an interview with Hon. George 
D. Reynolds, and while the latter was in- 


clined to awaitthe pleasure of Congressman 


Kinsey he believed that the business pertain- 
ing to the Marshal's office could be well cared 
for with aman like Buchanan, acquainted 
with the country and the district, when 
coupled with his own extensive acquaintance 
with affairs in the St. Louis end of the dis- 
trict. A man in St. Louis County, Mr. 
Buchanan said, by the name of Warren was 
talked of by Mr. Kinsey’s friends, 
but the sincerity of his candidacy 
he did not believe. He did not acknowledge 
that he meant to file charges in the case 
of the present Marshal to, bring about 
a removal, but he intimated that he was 
bound to follow his present attitude. Mr. 
Mr. Buchanan is more than determined and 
fools amply qualified to maintain his own in- 
terests in the affair. He feels sanguine that a 
change will take place and that he will be the 
fortunate one to succeed. Mr. Buchanan, 
among other things, alluded to the disqualifi- 
cation of the present Deputy Marshal in the 
Macon district. He intends to remain here 
until something is done. 

A. L. Tomblin of Stanberry,Mo., is here and 
is making a determined fight against Capt. 
Williams, the recently appointed Postmaster 
atthatpiace. He alleges that Capt. Williams 
is neither a Republican nor a Democrat, and 
is not the choice of the people in that section. 
In all, he attempts to establish the fact that 
Capt. Williamsisa Mugwump of the worst 
stripe. Mr. Tomblin himeelf is casbier of the 
bank at Stanberry and has been a candidate 
for National Bank Examiner in Missouri, which 
appointment will be made when the State or 
district 1660s re-districted by the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury.

The provision for a National Committee, com- 
posed of two members from each State, nom- 
inated by the Governors and appointed by the 
President, has been retained, but an amend- 
ment bas been added providing that the com- 
missioners shall be divided equally between 
the two policical parties. 

The Government Commissioners are to have 
control of the operation of the Fair, the ap- 
pointment of juries, distribution of awards, 
ete., but the Lilinois Corporation (which is 
recognized in the bill) is to prepare the site, 
construct the building and retain control of 
the financial affairs. 

ThePresident is not to appoint commission - 
ors until the Chicago men have raised $5,000,000 
outright and have given assurance oftheir 
ability to supply another $5,000,000 if it shall 
be needed. The appropriation of $1,500,000 for 
the Government exhibit remains as 
in the original bill, 60 that 
the full committee may change 
the amendment if so desired. There has been 
considerable discussion of the advisability of 
changing the date of the Fair to 1893. The 
Chicago men here bave stated that they are 
ready to hold the Fair in 1892, but they are 
willing to accept the judgment. of the full 
committee upon this proposition. It is un- 
derstood that the Illinois members of the 
House, however, feel that in justice to the 
foreign exhibitors the time should be ex- 
tended. 


Charges Against Judge Emerson. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—Infornration 
and charges coming from Hannibal, Mo., 
have been filed against United States Marshal 
J. W. Emerson of the Eastern Judicial Dis- 


rict of Missouri assailing his private 
character, on the ground that he 
is not responsible for the acts 
of his deputies. These charges, of course, 
are made by political enemies, who wish to 
have Marebai Kmerson removed, and are 
termed as frivolous by Congressman Kinsey, 
who has investigated them. It is charged 
that one of Marshe!l Emerson's deputies has 
been seen under the influence of 
liquor, but as far as can be learned 
it bas not interfered with the performance of 
his duty. These charges were first referred to 
District Attorney Reynolds, Who, after examin- 
ation, deciares he knows of no official delin- 
quencies on which to base a charge. The 
effortis a small piece of business, emanating 
from persons of small caliber, and the Ad- 
ministrations will certainly ignore the charges.

ARKANSAS City, Ark., March 10.—The levee 
at Sappington Hoop, six miles above this city, 
gave way atSo’clock yesterday morning and 
the entire river front of the break to Louisia- 
na is now under water.

THE MERCHANTS’ TERMINAL ROAD TO RUN 
OVER A CITY BUILDING. 


— — — 


The Company Promise to Indemnify the 
City and Run Trains on an Elevated 
Structure Noislessly—Immense Pumping 
Engines for the Water- W orks— President 
Flad’s Order—City Hall Notes. 


C. C. Ralnwater, representing the Merchants’ 
Terminal Co., and Mayor Noonan, City Coun- 
‘selor Bell, Comptroller Stevenson and Chief 
Lindsay of the Fire Department, representing 
the city, met in the Mayor’s office at noon to- 
day to consider an objection to the plans 
showing the proposed route of the road from 
the triver front to Union Depot. The 
plans as they have been submitted show 
that the elevated road will run over the 
rear of the No, 22 Engine House at Main and 
Plum streets. Chief Lindsay objected to this, 
and gaid it would prove such a nul 
sance that the engine company would 
have to be given quarters elsewhere. The 
intention ofthe company is to tear down the 
second-story of abouthalf the building and 
run the elevated structure over this portion, 
with the anderstanding that the city will be 
indemnified for granting such a _ privi- 
lege, The portion of the building 
they intend to tear down is 
used for a hay loft and it was argued that the 
building would not be injured to any extent. 
Chief Lindsay took a different view of the 
matter and made a Uecided protest. He 
said to-day that the noise would 
make it impossible for the firemen 
to sleep, and that when trains were running 
over the building they could not hear the bells 
or use the telephones. It would be far better 
he said to give the Terminal Co. the property 
und let them duplicate the building some 
other place in the neighborhood. 

Atthe conference Mr. Rainwater and the 
engineers of the company said that they had 
made arrangements to run the trains without 
making any noise. They agreed to 
let the city be the judge in 
the premises and that if the 
arrangement was considered unsatisfactory 
after a trial ot a month or two, the company 
would buy the ground and duplicate the en- 
gine-house elsewhere. They said it would 
involve a great expense to change the 
route aud made an abundance of 
promises to protect the city andthe engine- 
house, 

It was agreed by thecity representatives to 
let the company proceed, with the under- 
standing that it would be required to live up to 
its promise in the event of the arrangements 
proving unsatisfactory. The company will 
also be required to pay the city for the privi- 
lege of running over a portion of the engine- 
house. How the company proposes to run 
trains on an elevated structure over the 
engine-house without making any noise was 
more than Chief Lindsay could understand, 
but Mr. Rainwater and the engineers say they 
can do so without making enough noise to 
inconvenience anybody. 


President Flad’s Order. 


President Flad of the Board of Public Im- 
provements said this morning that his order 
to the heads of departments concerning re- 
pairs in the public institutions was 


issued simply to have some system observed 
in giving out such work. It was intended 
also, he said, to place a check on 
Ballding Commissioner Furlong’s custom 
of giving out the work 

the institutions calling 
for bids. ‘‘It is my duty,’’ he said, to audit 
these bills and look overthe work generally, 
and I want some system observed. When the 
work is liabie to exceed $25, I 
hold the Building Commissioner should 
call for bids.

The matter 
has been investigated, the order issued, and 
there is nothing further to be done but see 
that the order is obeyed.

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MORE CONFESSIONS. 

Since NOLAND has made himself availa- 
ble as a scapegoat there is no time lost in 
loading all the sins of the State adminis- 
tration upon his back as he is driven forth 
into the wilderness. The Governor’s per- 
sonal organ, which has hitherto been con- 
tent with the railroad assessment and 
with the prominence of railroad attorneys 
and officials in Democratic councils, com- 
mittees and conventions, seizes upon the 
present occasion to give the following ac- 
count of how the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion has been handled by the aforesaid 
attorneys and Democratic bosses: 

When O'Day left New York he was still Vice- 
President of the Frisco and interested in its 
welfare. NOLAND certainly did the ’Frisco and 
the Missouri Pacific good service at the session 
of the State Board of Equalization last May or 
June. There he managed things so that the 
Missouri Pacific and Frisco assessments were 
kept unchanged, while the Western Union, 
the Wabash and other railroads were raised 
considerably. There wasa tremendous kick 
all along the line, but the assessment stood. 
Now, if O’Day had been with the Frisco 
when the Lindeil Hotel assessment was 
agreed upon, he would have paid the whole 
deficit himself and charged it to the road, and 
held the amount over NOLAND’sS head as a 
threat the rest of NOLAND’S life. After sever- 
ing his connection with the road his interest, 
of course, ceased, and as an individual he 
did not oare to make good a loss incurred 
while inthe service of the road and which 
grew out of anact performed for the sole 
benefit of the corporation. 

Now, we are neither prepared nor dis- 
posed to deny the truth of this statement 
in any particular, Butit certainly is not 
the whole truth. Ittook three members 
of the State administration, or a majority 
of the five, to keep down the assessment 
of the ’Frisco and Gould roads, and 
Treasurer NOLAND was only one of the 
five.

NOLAND AND THE GOVERNOR. 

Whether NOLAND be removed from 
office by the acceptance of his resignation, 
by ouster proceedings in the courts or by 
impeachment, there is a special provision 
in the Constitution that he shall still be 
liable to prosecution and punishment for 
any crime he may have committed in 
office. 

There is a statute\which subjects him to 
the penalty of grand larceny, a term not 
exceeding five years in the penitentiary, if 
he has removed from the Treasury more 
than $30 of the State’s money, and applied 
the same to his own use or otherwise 
made way with it. 

If the Governor becomes personally and 
officially cognizant of the fact that No- 
LAND @as done this, it is his duty as the 
Chief Executive of the State, sworn to ex- 
ecute the laws without fear or favor, to 
go before a Grand-jury and have NOLAND 
indicted and see that he is prosecuted. 
The Governor may pardon him after con- 
viction, as he may pardon the St. Louis 
Constable who has just been sentenced to 
two years for embezzling $75. But to have 
him prosecuted is an official duty which 
the Governor cannot evade if he has any 
regard for the highest and most solemn 
obligation of his official position. 

The people are waiting to see if the 
statute which puts a Constable in the pen- 
itentiary two years for embezzling $75 can 
be violated with impunity and with the 
consent of the Governor whenever a State 
Treasurer chooses to embezzle $30,000. 
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SENATOR VEsT’S mania for writing blun- 
dering letters at the right timeto make 
them most effective material for the oppo- 
sition has broken out again. A letter pur- 
porting to have have been written by him 
toa member of the Montana Senate re- 
vealing the Democratic plans as tothe 
Senatorial contest there and viciously 
abusing the President has been published 
opportunely to consolidate the Republi- 
can Senators in favor of the Republican 
claimants of the Montana Senatorships. 
Under the party whip which Vest invites 
Republican Senators who may have been 
willing to see justice doneinthe contest 
will be forced into casting party votes.

Experiences With High Water 
‘om the Ohio River and 
Tributaries. 


Situation of Cairo, Paducah and 
Farmers in Bottom 
Lands, 


The Capitals of Egypt and Jackson's Pur- 
chase Fall Out Over Exaggerated Stories 
— The Quarrel in Local Papers—Padu- 
-cah’s Flooding—Trade on the Tennes- 
see Nine Landings Out of Ten Under 
Water—A Farmer’s Story of Experiences 
With the Flood—Interesting Details of 
Disaster. * 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disr Aren. 

Papucan, Ky., March 9.—Should such a 
flood as that at Cairo visit St. Louis the people 
would be terrified. There would be special 
services in the churohes, the hills of the Blue 
Ridge would be crowded with fugitives ana 
Front street, Commercial alley, Main and 
Second streets business men would be moving 
their merchandise to Jefferson avenue for 
safety. 

What is the Egyptian doing? 

Attending to business. In the morning he 
looks out over the lakes of seepage between 
one street and the next and remarks: The 
river must be rising.’’ At noon he goes down 
tothe gauge at the footof Fifth street and 
learns there has been two-tenths rise. In the 
evening he goes home, retires in due time and 
dreams the levees are breaking. 

The Egytian has seen the great Ohio and the

—has even mettherivers at his door step— 
that he has grown accustomed to the river 
tricks.

Cairo has 
a system of undergroun sewers but the 
mouths of these are ciosed by gates when the 
river rises else they would be only inlets to 
conduct water under the levee and so the city 
would be flooded. After the floods the re- 
— ot accumulated sewage is always a 

roblem. |Paducah has no sewers, though 
or no reason save none have ever been built. 
The local papers have advocated sewers for 
years but the money has never been found to 
cover the cost of construction. 

But little news has come out of the Cumber- 
land regarding the flood in that river other 
than brief paragraphs from the larger towns. 
River men say that there has been little suf- 
fering among the farmers in the lowlands, as 
they neg = a spring rise and were pre- 
pared. They are nota whit more prudent as 
aciassthan those in the Missouri bottoms 
about Birds Point and below, but the hills are 
nearer to them, and with their little prepara- 
tion they were able to get out of danger on 
short notice, 

Boats out ot the Tennessee bring more 
news. The latest arrival was the W. F. Nes- 
bit, Saturday afternoon. The Nésbit runs 
from Evansville, Ind., down the Ohio to 
Paducah and up the Tennessee to Florence 
Ala. On her last trip up, she was so delaye 
by the flood that it was impossible to go 
above Waterloo, Ala., and return in time for 
her next regular trip. The up Tennessee 
journey was against a rapidly rising river, and 
coming down the river was rising allthe way. 
From Waterloo to Paducah she did not make 
one landing in ten, the water being so high 
that the landings were submerged and the 
shore settlements deserted by the inhabitants 
for the houses on the hills. All along the 
river 

THERE WAS NO BUSINESS 


and the trip caused a large toss to the Packet 
Co. Asmall pile of peanuts in bags, a little 
lumber and some boxes was all the freight 
brought out of the river. 

The boat had no calls for help from disabled 
farmers and very little wreckage was seen, 
though the stage was extraordinarily high at 
all points. 

Jeff Somers, who came down on the Nesbit, 
is a farmer in the Tenneesses bottom some 
distance below Waterloo. He had story 
to tell ofa flood experiencé which is worth 
D He was rather averse to tellin 
it, and it was only after much urging an 
leading that he was inguced to enlarge upon 
the briefest telling. Englished the story is 
as follows: 


Jr SOMERS’ STORY. 


**I was working for a man named Johnson 
ona 9 of bottom land about forty miles 
from Florence. There is & branch empties 
into the Tennessee near Johnson's place that 
don't amount to much in other times of the 
year, but it’s a big river now. The farm is near 
high land, forthe bottoms up there are nar- 
row and we never had any fear of high water. 
We had a skif and 3 ig boat we 
made ourselves and thought if the 
water was high  enoug to xe 
into the house we could get away all right. We 
saw the river getting bigger after that spell of 
rain, and then it fell some. We thought thas 
there wasn't to bea Johnson said the 
snow would come out by degrees and there 
would only be some high water. Then the 
river took a turn to rise again, and our branch 
got op this time with iats of bet 
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ing through with terrific speed, and we were 
on an island with the water 

RISING ON ALL SIDES. ; 
There was only one way to get out and that 
was to take to our boats. We had to do that, 
as our land would be flooded soon. The great 
trouble was howto get thestock ont. We 
couldn't swim it out with safety, but after 
a while we decided to build a raft. There was 
plenty of timber along the shore and the 
whole family, went to work. We got: 
two good size outside longs that ha 
cleats in them: They had been par 
of a raft of saw-logs. Before night we bh 
got a poor raft made. The water was then 
high that we felt sure it would go over our 
land before morning. We drove the stock on 
the raft after a great deal of trouble, and then 
attempted to shove off. We had not counted 
on the weight of the stock and could not push 
off. After struggling fora long time we nailed 
some pieces of wood to the four corners Of 
the raft and carried a rope around on them 
to make fence. Leaving the rats with 
the stock on it to walt for the higher water 
we putthe family and bedding in the boats: 
Johnson took one boat. off and his son the 
other, I staid with the raft and they were 
coming back. They expected to go below 
where the branch had cut across us, land 
there and go up to higher ground. They found 
tbe wator just washing over and had to go two 
miles below. Then they had some trouble 
getting to bigher ground with the women and 
children. he boy ‘staid with them 
and Johnson 275 back or tried to 


come. He missed hie way, and instead of 
coming out on the river at the -point where 
the boats were he came out just across the 
branch from our place. He decided to goa 
back to high ground for the night and in the 
morning swim acrosstome. Before morning 
the water 

RAISED THE RAFT 
and I cut ber loose. When she began to move 
one of the cows moved about some, bein 
freightened, d raft rocked, 
as though 
The other a 
and moved about, increasing the danger. The 
current caught the swaying raft and I could 
not steer it with the board rudder at all. She 
was going down at too rapid a rate for me, : 
and I got irightened, too. One of the outside 
logs broke loose, and feeling sure the raft 
would go to pieces I jumped into the water 
and let it go. I made shore below the place 
Johnson bad landed with his family. He 
had heard the fussthe stock made when the 
raft started, and had managed to follow us 
down. He waded out through the water that 
was now covering the land where he had 
landed, and was coming down in one of the 
boats when he saw me. He rowed in for me, 
and then insisted on going after the rafé. 
When wefound itsremnant there was only 
the old cow that had caused the 
mischief on board. The horse, the mule 
and our young cow were gone. We could find 
no trace of them aud had a great deal of 
trouble towing the old cow into shore to land 
her. In attempting to get her off in low water 
she swamped us, and Johnson in falling out 
of the skiff struck his head. I hauled him out 
and waded in to higher ground with 
him, letting the cow ° He came 
to all right, and we found his family. That 
night thé old house was washed out into the 
river, and so Johnson had nothing but his 
family and bedding and a skillet left. I walked 
up to Waterloo and came down here on the 
Nesbit. I want to getintoacountry where 
they don’t have floods.’’

First Skirmish Between the Elected and 
_ the Defeated City Marshal — Mayor 
Neonan Issues an Order to the Heads 
of City Departments — Neiser Assessed 
$500 for Themas’ Benefit in the Circait 
Court. 


Marshal-clect Emile Thomas, true to his 
promise, walked into the presence of Mar- 


and made formal demand for posession of 


the office to which he had, by the people of St. 


Louls, been chosen. Nelser just as promptly 
refused to vacate and Thomas left the Four 
Courts going in the directionof the City Hall. 

It ws after9o’clock when Thomas put in 
an appearance. As on Saturday there 
was an immense crowd in waiting, the 
halls and corridors on the lower 
floor being biocked by the spectators. Those 
first on the field had taken up their stand on 
the pig iron stairs leading to the second-floor 
from the east side of which they could com- 
mand a view of all proceedings inthe Mar- 
shal's office and in the corridor. It would be

establishing temporary headquarters ip the 
saloons across the street. 

It was through this crowd that 
Thomas was forced to push bis 
way. As soon as he put his head in 
the front door the word was passed. Instead, 
however, of opening a gap through which 
the twice elected Marshal could pass the 
crowa@ surged forward and fairly fought 
among themselves togain an advantageous 
position, Hostillties it was expected would 
be commenced at once. 

But the time for blood spilling had not yet 
arrived.

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


EFFECT OF FALSE TESTIMONY ON A JURY 
IN A DAMAGE SUIT. 


Judge Valllant Grants a New Trial on Ac- 
count ef a Lying Witness—Other Rulings 
—A Colored Cengregation in Court asa 
Mesult of Paster Anderson’s Forgeries— 
Legal News and Notes, 


A point which frequently arises in damage 
suits tried in the Circuit Court was passed 
upon by Judge Valliant in one of his decisions 
this morning in the case of Susan Morrissey 
againet the Northern Central Railway Co. 
When the case was tried a boy, 17 years of 
age, was placed on the stand who claimed to 
have seen the acoident in which Mrs. Morris- 
sey was injured. It was shown that the Doy 
did not know anything about the accident 
and did not see it, but had imposed on Mrs. 
Morrissey and the court. Mrs. Morrissey’s 
attorney repudiated him, but the jury brought 
in „a verdict of $1,000 for the plaintiff. 
The railway company filed a motion for a new 
trial, saying the jury was influenced by the 
boy’s false testimony. 

„»The question now is should the verdict 
stand?’’ says the court. n may de most 
probable that the verdict would have been the 
same if the boy had not testified or that 
his testimony prejudiced rather than 
helped the plaintiff, But who can 
say what the effect was? When illegal 


evidence hae been allowed to go tothe jury, 
if it be evidence that might have had a preju- 
dicial influence, the court cannot speculate 
as to Whether it did so or not, put is bound 
And so with erronious 
jnstructions. What KM could be more 
illegal than false testimony? It is true it 10 
the provinoe of — 1 and not of the court 
to judge of the credibility of witnesses. But 
when the testimony has gone beyond the 
point of being fairly questionable, the court 
also has a duty to perform. That duty reste 
peculiarly with the trial Judge, who should 
see that no improper testimony enters into 
the foundation of the verdict. A judgment at 
law will not be set aside in a court of equity 
on the ground that itis based on a verdict 
obtained on false testimony. The rea- 
son for this is that the question of 
whether or not the testimony is false 
isa question which the trial court has full 
power and authority to try, and it is its prime 
duty todo so. Under the circumstances of 
this case I oonsider it my duty to set aside the 
bt meg. and grant a new trialand it is so or- 
ered.’’ 


A Colored Congregation ia Court. 


The Central Baptist Church (colored) is now 
in court in a sult against the Boatmen’s Bank 
as a result of the forgeries said to have been 
committed by their former pastor, John 


Anderson. Once upon a time the 
church had some money, and not wishing to 
keep it where thieves might break in and 
steal it, it was decided to deposit it in a bank. 
A committee of seven on Geposit’’ was se- 
lected, and it called at the Boatmen’s Bank. 
The account was accepted, but the 
cashier said he would not take 
the account if all checks were to 
be signed by the seven minembers 
of the committee. It was decided to have 
only the pastorand the Reoorder and Secre- 
tary sign the checks and the first money was 
deposited. Other deposits were made and a 
number of checks were drawn before Rev. 
Anderson took his leave and went west. 
When he bad gone it was found that instead 
of a balance of 1, in the bank the 
church had only $15.48 Several checks 
bad been drawn, and apparently signed by the 
two officers of the thurch, and $1,190 had been 
paid them by the bank. The consternation of 
the congregation when it learned this fact 
was published atthe time. To-day with the 
aid of Attorney John Fiese the congregation is 
trying to recover the amount, $1,190, received 
from the bank by the pastorin a suit before 
Judge Vailiant. A witness this morning said 
the church was not incorporated, but was 
„run according to the Bible and the dic- 
tates of the ¢onaregation’s conscience.

The Diary of the Vittim of an Alleged

The reader is told at the first 
entry that the writer had a drummer back 
from dinner. Further on, a call from a 
young man is chronicled, at which a ‘‘picnic 
was enjoyed.’ A dig time“ was had on 
January 25 at a masquerade, where nobody 
guessed who I was.’’ On the following 
Wednesday a ‘‘fiirtation with two drum 
mers’’ is recorded. Ou January 20 it 
‘‘snowed and blowed like the evil one,“ 
but the 2lst must have been more pleasant as 
the writer and acompanion ‘‘fliirted with @ 
dozen fellows while over theriver.’’ Similar 
entries are made up to May 4, giving a bewil- 
dering succession of details concerning the 
flirting experiences of Miss Bennett. The fin- 
der of the diary was Charies Burchall, at the 
place near Fulton. Burchall’s statement is 
that he picked up the diary along the side of a 
country cross-road leading from the river- 
rond near Seneca Hill to the Kingdom, a 
road to the East. 


AN AWFUL WONG. 


A Woman Sent to Prison on a False Charge 
Finally Released. 


Trentor, N. J., March 10.—In the Court of 
Pardons Saturday Gov. Abbett ordered tne 
release from the State Prison of Helen Davis, 
who had been sentenced to two years’ con- 
Ane ment on a false acousatinn of theft.

When the woman dis- 
covered her loss she made an outcry and a 
scene occurred. Mrs. Davis, finding the 
pocket- book in her bundle, returned it to the 
woman.

A TREACHEKOUS FRIEND. 


Farmer Thurber’s stallion Making a Record 
as a Cat Killer.

SCRANTON, Pa., March 10.—Prince, a large 
bay stallion owned by Farmer David N. Thur- 
ber of Maurice Township, Monroe County, has 
killed seven cats this winter.
